replaced even though they 
were purchased by the city 
for more than their original 
cost; 

—Homes built in the area 
during the past eleven 
years had an origunal cost 
of $40,000 to $100,000. 
These could not be 
replaced in this price 
range at current market 
value; 

—The area involved pro- 
vides the City with income 
tax monies, making few 
demands on the welfare 
“system or on City support 
for repairs and upkeep; 

—The area has one of the 
lowest crime rates in the 
city; 

—Senior citizens in the 
area would find it finan- 
cially impossible to con- 
tinue to be home owners 
should they lose their 
homes to a freeway; 

-Single parents in the 
locale who would be 
equally handicapped in 
buying homes in other 
areas; : 

~-A recent ‘OSU study 
pointed out that Columbus 
was unique in possession 
a stable, middle-class 
black popuation. To build 
a freeway in this area 
would disrupt the black 
community, the conduct of 
business and personal 
lives.

“Therefore, it is my 
job and yours to be about 
the business of developing 
real economic. power in 
Black-Minorit Com- 
munities,” he ised. 
One paramount com- 
ponent in developing 
minority economic power 
is the task of guaranteeing 
that minorities get a “fair 
share of government pur- 
chase of goods and ser- 
vices," he said. 
Elaborating further -on 
economic picture, Mitchell 
said “lumped together, 
City, State, County and 
Federal Governments 
make up the largest in- 
dustry in America. Lumped 
together, these govern- 
ments constitute the 
largest purchaser of 
goods, services, com- 
modities in the entire 
world. Government spen- 
‘ding in the tens of billions 
of dollars per year; but to 
date, the minority share of 
government purchase is 
almost non-existent...it is 
infinitesimal,” he asserted. 
Mitchell also cautioned 
the black businessmen a- 


gainst conducting a “cut 
throat, ruthless attitude to- 
ward thelr black com- 
petitors, which would pit 
one minority firm against 
nother. In @ iife or death 
ggle over government 
crumbs In the form of con- 
tracts, etc. Then my en- 
thusiams for the battle for 
us would be sharply re- 
duced. We cannot afford 
the luxury of being fooled, 
fools who attempt to drive 
one another out of 
business by using dirty 
tricks and schemes 
followed routinely in. the 
orger business _worid." 
further said his en- 
thusiasm would be greatly 
reduced if “‘ever--our 
businessmen begin to ex- 
ploit, rob, cheat, and vic- 
timize our own brothers 
and sisters.

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SCHOOL SCENE 
City-Wide Test 
Results Mixed 


By MICKI SELTZER 


City-wide achievement 
test scores, released 
Tuesday by the Columbus 
Board of Education, 
showed improvements at 
the 4th and Sth grade 
levels but‘a decline for 
junior -high- students. - - 

The scores were the 
topic for the board's com- 
m f-the-whole 
meeting Tuesday. After 
hearing an analysis of 
overall scores, board mem- 
bers were told there will be 
an Increased emphasis on 
the 7th grade and on 
training junior high 
teachers to teach the basic 
skilis. 

As in other years, test 
results were mixed. The 
good news, emphasized by 
schoo! officials, is that 
five-year highs were 
scored in 9 out of 25 tests 
given, and that 62.2 
percent of 4th graders 
scored at or above grade 
level in arithmetic com- 
putations — the highest 
percentage in the history 
of city-wide testing. 

The bad news -- a 
statistic that school. of- 
ficlais did not single out 
for attention — is that there 
was also a lowest per- 
centage in the 1976 scores. 
Only 24.6 percent: of 7th 
graders scored at or above 
grade level in arithmetic 
applications, an all-time 
low since city-wide testing

of the 25 tests having more 
than 50 percent of Colum- 
bus students scoring ator 
above grade level. . 
Returning to the brighter 
side, fifth graders im- 
proved in all five tests for 
their grade level and fourth 
graders maintained —“im- 
Provements made last year. 
Lowest scores were in 
arithmetic applications, 
where percents of students 
at or above grade - level 
ranged from 40.8 (4th 
grade) down.to 24.6. (7th 
grade), while highest 
scores were in arithmetic 
computations, which 
ranged from 62.2 (4th 
grade) to 35.6 percent (6th 
grade). Other areas 
measured were arithmetic 
concepts, reading com- 
prehension and reading 
vocabulary. 
The Comprehensive Test 
of Basic Skills is given 
April in grades 4 
through 8. The results have 
been made public every 


year. 

Sup. John Ellis pointed 
out that it is important to 
note that on a national 
basis, half the students 
always score above grade 
level and half score below 
grade level. 

Ellis also noted that 
Columbus continues to 
com its -scores with 
1968 standards, even 


~though comparing them 


with more updated stan- 
dards would make the 
scores look better, since 
there has been a national 
decline in student perfor- 
mance since 1968: for 
example, the fourth grade 
score in reading com- 
prehension of 47 percent 
(of students at or above 
grade level) would have 
been 55 percent using the 
updated standards. That 
score, however, could not 
have been used to com- 
pare this year's scores with 
previous scores. 

In discussing the junior 


high scores with board. 


members, Ellis noted that 
the school system hasn't 
concentrated sufficiently 
on identifying the skills 
that must be mastered at 
the junior high level. 
Ellis indicated that junior 
high teachers had not 
been receiving an analysis 
of how students were 
doing on the tests as is 
done at the elemtary level, 
an apparent oversight that 
is now being corrected.

Ellis also noted that the 
curriculum department is 
reviewing requirements for 
graduation and may be’ 
coming to the board at 
some point with a recom- 
mendation that students be 
required to demonstrate 
competency in certain 


basic skills, such as arith- 
metic, reading, completing 
a job application, etc. 


“Too many students 
graduate from high school 
without certain essential 
skills,” Ellis said. “We're 
going them a disservice if 
we don't require these 
skills.” 4 

Ellis added that “such 
requirements would not go 
into effect immediately, 
even if such a recommen- 
dation were approved. 

Although test ‘scores 
have not yet been re 
on a building-by-bullding 
basis, Merriman indicated 
that there have been some 
test score improvements in 
schools that have formerly 
done poorly.

Last week, The Cleveland Press prin- 
ted a story bylined by Peter Almond. The 
head was: “How Black Leaders United 
On Policy To Sue Schools.” :

It is neither justice nor morality that per- 


suades some governments, such as our 
own, to esutiously side with biack 
majorities in their bitter struggle inet 
white minority regimes in Southern Africa. 
That, indeed, is asking too much of people 
who have long benefited and grown fat’ 
from the sweat and blood of those rar 
now must reluctantly help to achieve selt- 
rule.

Black Leadership Diverse 


If there’s any single fact about black leadership today, 
it is that blacks have a diversity of leadership displaying 
a variety of philosophical, regional and political 
viewpoints. 

Just as no single individual can presume to speak for 
all of America’s broadly-based white population, so too 
are blacks represented by a pluralistic leadership. in part 
this has emerged from the successes of the civil rights 
sttruggle, and in part, it carried on a historic tradition. 

Since the early 1960s, we've seen the eme ce of 
several new sources of black leadership, whose interests 
must be taken into account by anyone presuming to un- 
derstand the black community. 

One such group is the black-elected official. Barely a 
handful of blacks held elected office; now several 
thousand do. Another important leadership is the black 
appointed official. Yet another is his: counterpart in 
private industry — the black corporate official along with 
the black union official. Still another leadership group is 
found in the ranks of community-based local 
organizations. 

ese groups are relatively new, emerging from the 
successes of the civil rights movement to join traditional 
leadership groups in the black church, the black college, 
and in the civil rights agencies. 

This healthy diversity of leadership is often confusing 
to: those who think in terms of The Leader. And it is also 
confusing to those who expect di to extend to 
disagreement about , but if there’s anything all 
black people are uni behind it is the goal of racial 
equality. 

Pluralistic leadership is not new for black people. 
Throughout much of our history the efforts of 
acknow' ed leaders have been buttressed by the ac- 
tions of individual black people, rising from the masses 
to stand up for-justice and equality. 

One such man is my friend, Primus King, a country 
preacher who, in 1944, alone and unafraid, challenged 
the white primary system in Georgia. He stood literally 
alone when he went down to the Muscogee County 
Courthouse in rural Georgia to register to vote in a 
primary barred to blacks.
